Krficrimcnt with Salt on Potatoes. 
— I will mention one experiment with 
salt, by which it will be seen tlmt it is 
very essential to the growth ol the po­ 
tato. 
Three years ago I hail o field 
in excellent heart, planted with pota­ 
toes, which gave an excellent crop, 
averaging three hundred bushels per 
acre. 
'1 he next year it happened that 
it became necessary to plant the same 
field again w ith potatoes ; but I (eared 
lest the worms should destroy the crop, 
as they appeared quite numerous at 
first digging ; but I proposed to reme­ 
dy this by sowing salt, which 1 did 
about a fortnight before planting, at 
the rate of a barrel per acre. 
T h e salt 
it was supposed would kill the worms, 
nor did I calculate upon any other ef­ 
fect from it; but it did not kill the ver- 
min, for tin* ground was as thickly in­ 
fested by them as in the previous year ; 
and U|M>n digging the potatoes, the 
crop exceeded my expectations, and to 
my surprise gave an average of 4*0 
bushels per acre over the licld.

b at since I hast* seen an analysis o f the
